The second was th a t a recent 
German flyer, shot 
down 
on 
the 
western front, was a woman. 
It was in connecion with the p ar­ 
ticipation of .German women in the 
war, that Mr. Lang said: 
“But the 
w ar is going to last. 
I do not look 
for its close for two or three years 
longer. 
The sacrifices w e shall have 
to make are only in the beginning. 
The Germ ans are not quitters. 
The 
history of their wars 
proves 
this. 
When the Kaiser said it was to be a 
fight to a finish, I believe he meant 
ju st what he said. 
I also believe he 
will have the solid support of the 
entire central peoples. 
As a nation 
we are called on to face the most 
serious and critical time in our his­ 
tory and in all history.” 
Coming as the 
speaker’s 
words 
did at the close of a lengthy address 
in which he showed large w ar knowl­ 
edge, they caused a solemn pause 
and serious consideration. 
Give Praise W here Praise is Due. 
Speaking in the business session 
of the com m ittee, Mr. Lang rem ark­ 
ed on the staunch loyalty of the 
Morgan County Council of Defense. 
He commended Chairm an Payne as 
the right m an in the right place, who 
was giving his tim e and his money 
without stin t to the work.

Labor 
Day waa always deeply aigmh- 
cant with «a.

Keenly as 
we were aware a year ago o 
enterprise of life and death upon 
•vhich the nation had embark** , 
we did not perceive its meaning 
as clearly as we do now. 
We 
knew that we were all partner* 
and must stand and 
strive to­ 
gether, but we did 
not realise 
a» we do now that we are all 
enlisted men, members of a sin­ 
gle army, of many 
partei 
and 
many tasks but commanded by 
a single obligation, our faces set 
towards & single object. We now 
know that every tool in every 
essential industry is a weapon, 
and a weapon wielded 
for the 
same purpose that an army rifle 
is wielded—a weapon 
which if 
we were to 
lay 
down no nfle 
would be of any use. 
“And 
a weapon 
lor 
w hat. 
What is the war for? 
Why are 
we enlisted? 
Why should we be 
ashamed if we were not enlist­ 
ed? 
At first it seemed 
hardly 
more than 
a war 
of 
defense 
against the military aggression 
of Germany. 
Belgium had been 
violated, France 
invaded, 
and 
Germany was afield again as in 
1870, and 1866, to work out her 
ambitions in Europe; and it was 
TieccMnry to iftoet her force with 
force. 
But it is clear now that 
it is much more than a war to 
alter the balance 
of power In 
Europe. 
Germany, 
it 
is 
now 
j 
plain, was striking at wfcat free 
i men everywhere desire and must 
] 
have—the 
right 
to 
determine 
their 
own fortunes, 
to 
insist 
upon justice, and to oblige gov­ 
ernments to act for them and 
not for the private and 
selfish 
interest of a governing class. It 
is a war to make 
the 
nations 
and peoples of the world secure 
against every such power as the 
German autocracy represents. It 
is a war of emancipation. 
Not 
until it is won can 
men 
any­ 
where live free from 
constant 
fear or 
breathe 
freely 
while 
they go about their daily taBks 
and know the governments are 
their servants, not their masters. 
“This is, therefore, the war of 
dll wars, which 
labor 
should 
support with ail its concentrat­ 
ed power. 
The world cannot be 
safe, men's lives 
cannot be se­ 
cure, no man’s 
rights 
can be 
confidently and successfully as­ 
serted against the rule and mas­ 
tery 
of arbitrary 
groups 
and 
special interests, so long as gov­ 
ernments like that which, after 
long premeditation, 
drew Aus­ 
tria ami Germany into this war 
are permitted to control the des­ 
tinies and the daily fortunes of 
men and nations, plotting while 
honest men work, 
laying 
the 
fires 
of which 
innocent 
men, 
women and children are to be 
the fuel. 
“You know the nature of this 
war. 
It is a war which indus­ 
try must sustain. The army of 
jg 
laborers at home 
i« 
Impor­ 
tant, as essential, as the army 
of fighting men in the far fields 
|. 
of actual battle. 
iuwd* the la­ 
borer is not 
only 
needed 
as 
much as the soldier--it 
is his 
wsr. The eoldier is his champion 
ami representative. 
To fail to 
win wcutid be to imperil every­ 
thing that the laborer has striv­ 
en for and held dear since free* 
dom first had its dawn and his 
struggle for justice began. 
The 
soldiers at the front know this. 
It 
their m uscles to think 


any nation. 
They 
arc giving 
their lives that 
homes 
every­ 
where, as well as 
the 
homes 
they love in America, 
may be 
kept sacred and safe, and men 
everywhere be 
free as they in­ 
sist upon being free. 
They are 
fighting for the ideals 
of their 
own land —great ideals, immor­ 
tal ideals, 
ideals 
which 
shall 
light the way for all men to the 
places where justice is done and 
men live with lifted 
heads and 
emancipated spirits. 
That is the 
reason they fight 
with 
solemn 
joy and are invincible. 
“Let us make this, therefore, 
a day of 
fresh 
comprehension 
not only of what we arc about, 
and of renewed and clear-eyed 
resolution, but a day of conse­ 
cration also, in which we devote 
ourselves without pause or limit 
to the great task of setting our 
own country and the whole world 
free to render justice to all and 
of making it impossible for small

where to disturb our peace or the

Radical Air Force Reconstruction by England is 
Big Factor in A llied Air Suprem acy Over Huns

SHOWN IN MANY FIGURES 
These figures, showing the ac­ 
tivity of the British aviators dur­ 
ing the month of May, give some 
indication of the allied air superi­ 
ority : 
Four hundred, and eighteen aero­ 
planes were totally destroyed and 
105 more were driven down out, Of 
control, 
making 
German 
losses 
caused by tht British alone 523 for 
the month. 
Against this, British 
losses were 128. 
Forty-three thousand three hun­ 
dred and sixty-seven photographs 
were taken behind enemy lines.

thousand seven hundred and thlr- 
ty-e:g!ft rounds of small-arms am­ 
munition were fired upon German 
troops.

Germany has 
lost 
not less than 
5,000 m chines and aviators iff the 
past twelve months. 
This figure, 5,000, represents Ger­ 
many’s losses ip all th& tres of war 
to Allied airmen. 
While the exact 
official number of German planes de­ 
stroyed, together 
with 
the 
Allied 
losses, may not be disclosed, it may 
be stated that this unofficial 
sum­ 
mary is very conservative. 
At the outbreak of the war Great 
Britain had eighty aircraft. 
Every 
f*»w days Great Britain is producing 
mure aeroplanes and other material 
fpr the air force than she possessed 
altogether at one stage of the war. 
The strength of the Royal Air Force 
has beer multiplied at least 200 times 
in personnel as compared to the per­ 
sonnel at orn stage of the war. Great 
Britain also has furnished consider­ 
able aeroplanes for her allies. 
England’s a’r force has undergone 
radical reconstruction and its tactics 
have been changed, mucn to the dis­ 
comfiture of Germany. Briefly, these 
changes arc: 
Consolidation 
of the 
Royal Flying Corps and the Royal 
Naval Air Service into one organiza­ 
tion, known as the Royal Air Force; 
establishment 
of 
an air ministry 
creation 
of

Force, ami use of “cavalry” aviators 
—airmen who have charged advanc­ 
ing Germana, bombed and machine- 
gunned them from a height of a hun­ 
dred feet. 
The air ministry, established in the 
past year, gave impetus to aircraft 
production and unified all work con­ 
nected with the air service. 
U jfer 
Lord Rothermore, brother 
of 
Lord 
Northcliffe, the naval and 
land air 
services were united. 
This was the 
chief work of the first air minister, 
who recently was succeeded by Sir 
William Weir, manufacturer, able to 
de ote more time to putting out aero­ 
planes. 
The Independent Air Force, whieh 
•s said to have only one 
authority 
higher than its own commander, this 
being the war cabinet, has been busy 
bombing <Serm-i 
ities since its cre­ 
ation three moil ‘u ago. 
Four-fifths 
of the German munition works are in 
the Rhine Valley, and all 
of them 
within striking distance of these In­ 
dependent Air Force bombers. Their 
plan is to keep a number
